WHERE DOES THE CITY HALL 
STAND? | 

Donald Richberg’s report on the gas litigation 
Puts the city hall, and especially Corporation Coun- 
Sel Etteison, in a very bad light. It might be ex- 
pected, perhaps, that the gas company should at- 
tempt to gain an advantage through what Mr. 
Richberg characterizes as a “collusive and ficti!- 
tious” suit, but that Mr. Ettelson should appar- 
enuy work in harmony with that attempt is intol- 
Sravie and indefensible. Mr. Ettelson insists that 
ne is seeking only to protect the taxpayer, but the 
"circumstances of the case must tend to alarm 
rather than reassure the public. 

Early in the present litigation Mr. Ettelson an- 
nounced publicly that he would take no part in 
the lawsuit because his law firm, or tN@ggne with 
Which he was formerly connected, numbered the 
See Company among its clients. He rightly held 
that it would not be ethical for him to take a 
hand in a case in which his former partners were 
representing the company. But since the Sutter 
Suit was filed Mr. Ettelson has actively intervened.

_the gas company. The old injunction entered by 
suage Gibbons would serve to preclude the filing 
of all such suits in case the gas company cared to 
invoke it.

Mr. Ettelson, on the 
other hand, did everything possible to: discredit 
Mr. Richberg and to oe the Sutter case to an 
issue. a

to appoint a gas litigation committee to press the 
Suit in the Circuit court. That committee appointed 
Mr. Richberg as counsel and he has been active 
im the case ever since. Largely as the result of 
his efforts the gaz company at one time offered 
to compromise the case by es $3,000,000 to 
‘the consumers.

‘9 ask whether Mr. Ettelson is acting with the 
Sanction of the mayor, and, if so, whether this may 
be taken as an indication ,that Mr. Thompson has 
experienced a change of heart. Whatever may be 
the real attitude of Mr. Thompson and Mr. Ettel- 
Son, it will be hard to convince that public that 
Subterranean influehces have not been at work 
to aeaog things easier for the gas company.

CHICAGO PLANT BIG AID TO WAR

vital importance to the steel trade 

of America. It represents a 

practical plan for utilizing do- 
mestic manganese ore in the manufac- 
turing of ferro manganese, an essential 
in the manufacture of steel. 

Heretofore manganese ore has been 
imported, but the lack of ships has 
cut off most of the imports and has 
compelled the steel] industry to search 
for new sources of supply. The United 
States collier Cyclops, reported lost re- 
cently, was carrying manganese ore 
from Brazil in an effort to relieve the 
serious situation at the steel plants. 
Every pound of steel made requires 

a certain amount of manganese, which 
is added direct in the steel making 
process, in the form of ferro mangan- 
ese. The manganese is a purifying 
agent, and also gives the steel certain 
qualities of hardness and tougimess. 
This metal is made in the blast fur- 
nace, in much the same manner that 
pig iron is produced, from ores con- 
taining a high percentage of mangan- 
ese.

Before the war, practically all of 


and Brazil. The Russian shipments 
ceased shortly after the war started, 
and Brazilian ore has become more and 
more difficult to obtain on account of 
the shipping situation, as well as the 
l of improvements in mines and 
railroad facilities in Brazil. The labor 
situation and climatic conditions exist- 
ing in that country have also added 
obstacles to the development of suffi, 
cient manganese ore from there to meet 
the full requirements of the steel in- 
,dustry in this country. 

One of the greatest handicaps Ger- 
many has suffered during the war has 
been the lack of manganese on account 
of the cutting off the importations from 
Russia and Brazil; and much was heard 
about the inferior quality of their guns 
during 1915 and 1916. A great deal of 
guess work was indulged in as to what 
substitutes they had found. It is 
known, however, that they had large 
stocks of high grade imported ores on 
hand at the outbreak of the war, and 
they undoubtedly helped themselves 
by making use of low grade domestic 
ores—of even lower grade than our 
own—and even by melting over the old 
slag dumps. 

Since the Brest-Litovsk peace treaty, 
it is assumed that they again have ac- 
cess to the Russian deposits. 


There are no deposits of high grade 
manganese ore in the United States 
which in size compare with those of 


‘either Brazil or Russia, but there is 


a great deal of such ore scattered over 
the southern and western states, in in- 
numerable ‘small deposits, of . widely 
varying physical characteristics and 
chemjcal composition.

easily follow that every council com- 
mittee would have special counsel and ~ 
—going a step farther—each alderman 
might conceive that he needed expert 
legal services to be paid for by the 
city. . The city council has no such 
right, because of its limitations under 
thé state law, and no city ordinance 
may be enacted to override an Illinois 
statute. I’m ready to settle the law 
on this and go to the mat with any one 
who disputes it. 

Eight Y¥--rs Old. 

“This controversy is eight years old.
